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A High School Will 
Mean A Community Spirit 

Our best wishes and whole hearted support gv 
out to the ten-man committee of earnest Jefferton- 
town citizens who arc once again trying to per- 
suade the County Board of Education to build a 
high school in Jeffersontown. And, probably every 
other citizen of this community is cheering for them 
too. 

But it will be a tough, uphill batlle all the way 
to persaude the board to build the high school here, 
and the committeemen know it. So far, during 
the student explosion on our county schools, the 
board has seen fit to build high schools in a ring 
around us. 

The reason why they did this, it seems obvious, 
was the result of the ridiculous Peabody Report, 
which has now been termed obsolete, but at the 
time it was written, was swallowed hook, line and 
sinker by every member that has sat on the board. 

We feel that in the items pointed out in the 
story on page one of this issue, written and signed 
after careful investigation by the ten-man commit- 
tee, points to one important benefit that is often 
overlooked by communities having high schools: 
A high school brings a sense of unity and civic 
pride to that community. 

Our town is badly in need of something to bring 
that spirit of belonging. We need something to be 
able to point to and say "that is ours, and we're 
proud of it." We need something to be able to point 
to and say "we did this as a community— as a unit." 
And a high school here will do this for Jefferson- 
town. 

Of course there are the other important reasons 
for having a high school in a small town such as 
Jeffersontown, which may be termed "the usual," 
but should not be overlooked: convenience for our 

children, better, closer learning facilities to give 
the ma better education, and providing the impetus 
to interest PARENTS in their children's education. 

Wc have a spirited, intelligent group of men on 
the committee to bring a high school into Jeffer- 
sontown.

How Much Do Prolessional AMeiei Make? 

Many a boy— coached by father— starts toning 
a baseball around when the lad is 3^ going-on-four. 

And in the mind of at leas', civ; of l hem li n kind of 
secret little glow— and a covetous admiration for the 
life of a professional athlete. 

How many dollars do they actually earn in foot- 
ball, baseball and hockey as professionals. Well, ever, 
if you're not a fan, there's a lot of built-in interest in 
today's sub ject about salaries of professional athletes. 

The fellow who perhaps did 
more than anyone to *et a lot of us 
thinking about a career as a profes- 
..ionil athlete was ;■. Mr. Harold iv 
Grange out of the Pennsylvania 
mountains— remember? Red Grange 
ho was called— th: WhontOI) Ics Man 
He had a way of running with a foot- 
ball for the University of Illinois 
that caused the Chicago Bears to 
come over one day and ask him if 
he'd care to play football with them 
one Saturday afternoon for $12,000. 
Well, the world sat up ond gasp- 
ed. But young Mr. Grange played such a game of ball that 
day that the Bears asked him if he would care to play again 
on December 6th on their side, against New York. Well, Mr. 
Grange said he would do this. S30.000 was agreed upon os 
the price of the afternoon's work. 

Well, after that you couldn't keep footballs in stock from 
here to California. Boy babies were yanked away from their 
bassinets and put out to practice. Then Mr. Grange signed 
up to make a movie for $100,000, and announced that he'd had 
enough school. He was going to work. Well, they didn't 
start a course in football at Harvard Business School, but 
a lot of elders gave their sons a lecture on the merits of get- 
ting more exercise. 

Things are not that lush as a rule today in sports. But 
still — very exciting. 

Baseball. This game was one of the first commercial 
sports to become popular. The National League dates back 
to 1876, based on two clubs that began :.' 1 841 T • nVJrafi 
starting salary today for major league players is $6,000 to 
$12,000 a year. Of course outstanding players — like Mickey 
Mantle — have batted their woy up to the 75, 80, $100,000 




Now the beginning minor league players draw around 
$3600 a year. Experienced around $6,000. 

There are also other sources of Income for the major league 
players. If they're in the World Series game, they can re- 
ceive another $10,000. Or any member of any team might 
be in line for a bonus. Further income sources, I'll get to a 
little later. 

Sounds great, doesn't it? But it pays to get a good edu- 
cation because a baseball career is relatively short. Average 
age of player— around 29 years. 

Next— football. The pros earn between $6,000 to $12,000 
evep though they only play a few months of the year. 

Big league hockey. Here, too, the players start at $6,000. 
but the average is lower— around $9,000. Of course there is 
always the exception who makes up to $100,000 with salary 
and bonuses — but these are rare birds in hockey. 

Boxing, I won't discuss as a money-maker because lt'1 
such a long shot. On the lower rungs the economics are very 
poor. $40 per fight. A fight a week with a two-week vaca- 
tion gives you only $2,000. and at the top— well, there's only 
room for a handful. Marciana and Joe Louis were the big 
dollar winners, grossing over a million a year some years. 
But it's hard to keep it. 

On the other hand, top professional wrestlers get $15,000 
to $100,000 a year. And these are not such rare birds. 

Jockeys also are among the highest paid athletes, espe- 
cially if they ride winners. Eddie Aicaro and Willie Shoe- 
maker are in the $100,000-a-year class. But to qualify you 
must weigh less than 120 pound-;, be a topuoto i idc». 

Now-champion bowlers. What can be earned in thus 
rapidly-growing sport? From $10,000 to $15,000. And a 
really outstanding bowler— up to to $80,000.

FARM SITUATION 
By Larry May 

Tor the past several years 
* government has been hold- 
ing land through the conser- 
vation reserve of the soil bank 
> avenge of $11.89 per 
Nearly all of this land 
wing used for crop pro- 
duction before farmers put it 
in the soil bank. 

At the end of 1660. when 
the authority to sign contracts 
ended, farmers had placed 
nearly 29 million acres in the 
soil bank. Those contracts will 
begin' to expire in volume 
" is year and some will term- 
ate each year until the last 
tea expire in 1989. 
Twenty-nine million acres 
back into production with 
fertility increased is the pic- 
ture unless the contracts arc 
extended. Contracts should be 
reviewed with the idea of ex- 
tending those which will ac- 
complish the best results at 
the smallest coat. We think 
that many farmers would re- 
new at the rate which they 
are now receiving. 

Authority Needed 
To make the land retirement 
system sound and enable it to 
accomplish the job of control- 
ling production, the Secretary 
of Agriculture should be given 
the authority to enter into 
new long term contracts with 
those farmers who want 
sign one and are willing 
make a bid that will compete 
with the price which other 
farmers are willing to take. 

Under this system, some 
farmers would be willing to 
retire their whole farm. The 
best land as well as the poor- 
est on each farm would go 
out of production. Because his 
entire farm would be signed 
up, there would be no reason 
for him to use more fertilizer, 
irrigate and ao on to increase 
production and thereby offset 
the effects of a land retire- 
ment program. Improved prac 
tices would be left to thrw 
farmers who want to expend 
the size of their farm and takr 
full advantage of moclw 
farming methods to rcduo 
their crop unit production 
costs. 
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The problem of the farmer 
is excessive productive capac- 
ity. If the farmer is to earn 
a higher income, production 
must be brought into line with 
demand. We think the crop- 
land adjustment plnn offers 
those farmers who arc near 
retirement, those who have 
inherited a farm, and those 
who farm part time the op- 
portunity to retire their en- 
tire farms if they wish. We 
think it will be attractive to 
them if payments are largr 
enough to cover fixed cost! 
.and give them n return or 
their invested capital. 

The $11.89 per acre average 
cost for land in the conserva- 
tion reserve shows that r, 
carefully planned long range 
land retirement program can 
do the job cheaper than an 
emergency feed grain pro- 
gram which cost over $28 per 



30,024 State 
Farmers OK 
Grain Program 

After six weeks of sign-up, 
30,024 farmers have signed in- 
tentions to divert 447,181 acres 
of corn and grain sorghum 
from production under the 
1962 Feed Grain Program. 
Farmers have been paid $5,- 
198,978.00 in advance pay- 
ments according to R. O. Wil- 
son, chairman of the Ken- 
tucky State A.S.C. Committee. 

A number of county A.S.C. 
offices are reporting they will 
have more sign-up .for 1962 
than they did during the 1961 
Program. Wilson urged 
farmers who have corn 
grain sorghum history for 
1999 or 1980 to immediately 
contact the local A.S.C. coun- 
ty office to secure details of 
the program and to consider 
filing an application. 

He stated that farmers who 
wait to file their applications 
until the last week may be 
standing in long lines as coun- 
ty offices are expecting very 
heavy activity during the last 
sign-up.

Most of 
the recommended materials 
come in dry granular form 
that can be applied with fer- 
tilizer spreaders. Others arc 
wettable powders or emulsion 
concentrates which can be 
mixed with water and used 



as sprays. 

Commercial preparations 

that contain as active ' 

ients (the actual killer 
ial) such as Dacthal, Zayton 
or calcium arsenate are read- 
ily available. These should 
NOT be used in newly 
seeded lawns, but on estab- 
lished turf. They will kill the 
crabgrass seeds in the lawn. 

Trifluralin is a new mater- 
ial which will be available 
this year. There is still an- 
other, Bandane, which can gc 
on either newly seeded areas 
or established turf. 

Home owners should check 
labels for the active ingred- 
ient and follow directions 
closely. It is emphasized that 
too little material will not 
give control or that too rhuch 
material may damage a turf 



BEEF HERD TOTAL PROF- 
ITS KEYED TO CALF CROP, 
WEANING WEIGHTS: Beef 
herd management has a 
tinct bearing on profits of the 
herd. 

One prime factor is the per- 
centage of the calf crop (how 
many cows actually drop 
calves.) If the average w 
ing weight of calves is 
pounds, at least 79 per cent 
of the cows must produce 
calves for the herd to be prof- 
itable. If the calves 
weaned at 900, there must' be 
an 80 per cent calf crop. 

Remember: The larger the 
calf at weaning time, the low- 
er the number of pounds on 
that calf (a sale time) which 
must be used to pay for cost 
of production. 

Chief reason for a low-per- 

ntage calf crop: Lack of at- 
tention at calving time, crowd- 
ing of calves, and poor over- 
all manag ement. 

HOME-GARDEN MULCH- 
ES WORK: Mulches for home 
gardens have been usedv for 
many years. Now there are 
plastic and paper mulches 
which also are useful. 

Here arc some things U 
member about mulches this 
"garden season." 

Mulches help to pre 
moisture loss, soil ero 
weed growth, dirty produce] 
and high cultivation costs. 



clear and black plastic paper, 
straw, hay, sawdust, wood 
chips, chopped corncobs, grass 
clippings and peat moss. These 
materials can be applied in 
May and June except plastics 
and paper; these are usually 
applied before plr-"- 
fetting. Holes are . 
through plastics and paper at 
planting time. 

The advantage of plasties 
and paper over other mater- 
ials is that they create 
favorable growing area 
root zones and prevent 1 
ing of nutrients. But 
and plastic are usually more 
expensive than other mater- 
ials, take time and labor to 
place ,and should be removed 
from the soil in the fall. Or. 
ganic mulches can be plowed 
or disked under. 

Additional nitrogen fertil- 
izer should be added to saw- 
dust, straw, wood chips and 
corncob mulches, as these ma- 
terials remove nitrogen from 
the soil as they decompose. 
2 to 3 pounds of 5-10-8 or 5-< 
10-10 fertilizer per 100 square 
feet is recommended. A half 
pound of either nitrate of soda 
or ammonium sulfate per 100 
square feet,
